The streets are 
crammed with people and traffic. This 


was the only place in Yugg@slavia where one 
was conscious of a real traffic problem. 
In Belgrade there are elaborate rules 
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rock~—and in the valleys towards Mlini | 


and Cavtat every ounce of soil has its 
duty of cultivation to perform, It 1s 
scraped together and hoarded in the 
crannies of the rocks after the manner of 
Flaherty’s Man of Aran. As in Done- 
the ground is partially cleared of 
stones by the erection of loose walls. The 
feathery olive trees which save country 
like this from complete bareness provide 
the chief crop, but here near the sea the 
southern slopes are still pare in vine- 
yards. Where there can neither vines 
nor olives there are bees to find what 
they can in the resinous undergrowth. 
On a December morning here the sun 
was warm and bright, and one was 
haunted by a literary echo of the name 
which the Reman’ gave to this country, 
and which Napoleon revived. ‘‘ This was 
lllvria—this was the air, and that the

glorious sun.’ 

Within a few hours everything changes. 
The sea and the vines disappear, and so 
—in my experience, at least—does the 
glorious sun. We were not to see if 
again for a week, when, at almost ex- 
actly the spot where we had passed into 
cloom on the way out, we emerged into 
the light and warmth of Dalmatia. on 
Christmas Eve. But now the train, like 
bite its tail, 


a serpent attempting to 

twists and writhes into a region of moun- 
tains conceived on the most melodra- 
matic scale. Looking out at either 


side it is common to see three or four 
lines of rail above and below, .nor is it 
ossible to distinguish between those 
which the train has passed over and those 
which it has still to negotiate, so wind- 
ing is the track. A stream may be seen 
a dozen times on one’s left hand and a 


dozen on one's right. Cold figures 
would make small beer of the land- 
gcapy The mountains are not of great 
height by any positive standard, but 
to one crawling in a narrow-gauge 
train they appear almost terrifying. 


One might be in Tibet. 


Night Journey 


Some fifteen hours of travel brings one, 
along the Drina and Morava, to the Great 
(hut exceedingly dull) European Plain on 
which stands Belgrade. After the coast is 
Jeft there is scarcely a tree. According to 
the story, the timber of Illyria was cut 
down to make the piles on which stands 
Venice, and, as a matter of historic fact, 
the timber of Serbia was cut down by the 
Austrians in the War. On the way out 
we broke this journey at Sarajevo, but 
the way back we did in one day and one 
ghastly night. The memories of travel are 
not less vivid than the memories of 
scenery. 

The carriage had an acreeably domestic 
atmosphere when we started. Books and 
papers lay about it, food and drink was 


neatly wrapped up, some underclothing | 


on which a flask of brandy had been spilt 
hung from the rack to dry. But it could 
not last. A mother entered with two small 
children, who spent the long hours in an 
attempt, unhappily unsuccessful, to burst 
some balloons by rubbing their hands upon 
the fabric. The carriage gradually took 
on an unlovely appearance, and we left 
it at Sarajevo without regret. But on the 
journey back the memory of the children 
and their balloons was as a wistful recollec- 
tion of bliss. 

It began with luggage. Our pur 
in visiting Belgrade was to dismantle a 
flat, and we started back with some five 
suitcases and a large number of less 
manageable packets. The one that gave 
most trouble at first was a lamp-shade, 
and it was with a certain relief that I 
Jearned, on returning from the bookstall 
ust before the train Jett Belgrade, that a 

eavy case had fallen upon it and injured 
it beyond repair, It was given to a porter. 
So began a journey of some little tedium. 
The first part, during the day, was relieved 
by visits to the restaurant car—for even 
here on certain trains the International 
Company of Great European Expresses 
has extended its sway. After some fourteen 
hours, however, it was necessary to face 
the horrors of a night journey. 

In these trains there is a merciful pro- 
vision by which, provided there are only 
two persons in carriage, seats 
across the windows can be extended to 
form a kind of couch. About ight it 
becomes important that there be 
only two persons. The veneer of civilisa- 
tion on that journey wore very thin. 
Respectable ladies fought like tigers to 
preserve the two necessary seats. One 
lared at one’s opposite number in 
ope that he would be terrified into 
leaving the carriage. Passengers swore

head a number of persons who wished to. 
know if the opposite seat was engaged, a 
station official entered. His — was 
clear enough, even if his words were not. 
But here my French-speaking neighbours 
came to my aid in Serbian... Was the seat 
engaged? They were amazed at his 
question. Was it engaged? They laughed 
at the thought. Never in the history of 
railway travel had a seat ben so 
definitely, so ineluctably engaged as this. 
Did he not observe the great quantity of 
baggage? Doubtless he supposed that the 
cushions on the seat opposite had 
deposited by a fairy rather than by the 
gentleman who would arrive at any 
moment to claim his place? The official, 
baffled, withdrew with a gesture of despair. 
But it was no use. A stout lady entered 
with an officer, and would not be denied, 
and the five of use settled down to we“ 
the night in the space intended for four. 
It is pleasant to record that after the first 
fight for seats the utmost harmony pre- 
vailed. 

My chief recollection of the night is ‘ne 
periodical. demand for ti "and pass- 
ports. In the approach of the various 
countries to these latter documents lies, I 
am convinced, some great truth for the 
student of nationality, An English officiat 
takes a keen glance at the photograph. 
The French wave the document away with 
an offended air. The Italians collect "a 
passports of everybody in the train at 
once; shuffle»them thoroughly, place a 
stamp on the last page—the crafty Latin 
mind conceiving that nobody else will have 
thought of this, so that there will be a 
nice blank page ready for them—and, 
finally, give one back the wrong passport. 
The Spanish laboriously copy out one’s 
Christian names, so that when Mr. John 
Roger Smith passes into Spain the police 
are able to keep a check upon the move- 
ments of Mr. 8S. R. John. But in Yugo- 
slavia the passport is treated with real 
respect. It must be carried on all railway 
journeys, even by natives, and inspection 
is no casual glance. The soldiers who do 
it in trains begin at page one and reluc- 
tantly hand it back only when they have 
finished reading page thirty-two. The object. 
apparently, is. to learn it by heart, but 
soldiers who canhot trust their memories 
take copious nefes. At first the ceremony. 
which lasts for some twenty minutes, 1s 
a little alarming,.but after a time the 
tourist becomes hardened and returns to 
his novel until such time as the soldier 
hands the passport back with a smile and 
a salute. Such are the delights of a 
journey of which, the first stage ended 
with a drive in the station "bus through 
the fog-bound streets of the capital of 
Bosnia. 


Sarajevo 


Sarajevo did me proud in one respect 
at least. There, in the agreeable Hotel 
de l’Europe, I was aroused in the morn- 
ing by a curious wailing chant, which 
seemed to come from a distance. First 
heard it was merely odd, but repeated 
it struck a chord in the memory. Could 
this possibly be——? At the third repe- 
tition there could be no doubt that one 
had been awakened, by the muezzin. With 
this exciting introduction Sarajevo set 
itself a high standard, and for me it main- 
tained it. 


| 


More than a third of the population 
is Mussulman, and the city is full of 
mosques. I visited the largest of them, 
shuffling about in seme embarrassment 
in a pair of over-shoes which threatened 
to come off at any moment and leave 
me, unintentionally sacreligious, high and 
dry in the middle of the great bare floor, 
where a few of the faithful stood erect or 
prostrated themselves at the appropriate 
moments. Like all conscientious visitors, 
I also gaped dutifully at the carpet fac- 
tory. 

But the real fascination of the town is 
the Moslem quaiter. I entered it with 
doubt, half ting to find it a piece of 
nseudo-orientalism arranged for tourists. 
No town, however, could give a stronger 
impression of authenticity. The countless 
hooths of the Moslem traders are not 


buy a pair of pyjamas as easily as a 
ee deci, The atmosphere, 
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about crossing the street, always strictly 
enforced, even when the only visible trafhc 
may be a couple of bullock-carts and a 
tram. My companion and I, crossing the 
streets in our dreamy Dublin fashion 
where we pleased, were continually re- 
buked by the police. But in the Moslem 
part of Sarajevo there is plenty of traffic 
and no rules. Round every corner one 
expected to see a train of camels, and 
although nothing more exciting appeared 
than yoked oxen or scraggy horses the con- 
gestion could be considerable. Happily, 
there was plenty of time. One simply 
waited. To supply what seemed a crown- 
ing touch, picturesque beggars displayed 
their mutilations at street corners. 


Orthodox Service 


The kindly German who showed me the 
other sights did not omit a visit to an 
Orthodox church. It was the Eve of St. 
Nicholas. The priest entered in stately 
procession with many candles, and what 
appeared to be a great bowl of steaming 
wheat was placed before him. At a given 
moment in the Service, which was long 
and stately, the congregation as one man 
produced from paper bags little tin. plates 
and fell upon the grain, which they carried 
away. It is bitterly to be regretted that 
the significance of the Service was lost 
upon me, but I found if. all incomprehen- 
sible as it was in what appeared to be 
ecclesiastical Russian, slightly sinister. As 
I watched it through the flames of the 
candles and the smoke of the incense there 
came an incongruous memory of something 
read or heard in Ireland about a proposed 
closer communion between this Church and 
my own. Here what was common was 
beyond my grasp, what was dissimilar 
very plain; and it was impossible to turn 
away without the thought, “ what would 
they say of this in Portadown? ”’ | 

Completely foreign as Sarajevo seemed 
to me, it was odd to think of it as a place 
in which one could have a flat—odder still, 
although wholly delightful, to be invited 
to tea with an Irish lady resident in the 
town. As a respite in a long day of sight- 
seeing that was to end with gipsy music 
and a dancing-girl in a kafana, it was 
charming to collapse upon her comfortable 
divans and drink her good tea. Yet one 
rather hoped that the element of oddity 
would not be absent from this experience 
either. When we went through the court- 
yard on our way out, and found a sucking- 
pig being roasted over a wood fire, I felt 
that Sarajevo had justified itself again. 

Before I went to Sarajevo I was not 
prepared for the strange and fascinating 
life of its Moslem quarter, and the endless 
oddities which its streets have to offer. 
The place was associated in my mind with 
one thing only, the momentous crime of 
the summer of 1914. For nearly five 
hundred years from the fourteenth cen- 
tury Sarajevo was a Turkish town. Not 
until 1878 did it come for any length of 
time under Austrian rule. The occupa- 
tion of Bosnia and Herzegovina in that 
year was sanctioned by the Powers in the 


interests of order, but the “ provisional ” 
Austrian control became rmanent. 
From the determined, althoug virtually 


unarmed, resistance of Sarajevo to the 
Austrian armies grew the spirit of revolt 
that was to involve them in the ‘‘Greater 
Serbia ” movement—to make them, for the 
first time, Yugoslav. When in 1908 
Austria formally annexed them the situa- 
tion became very grave. The Orthodox 
Serbs of Bosnia were drawn more and 
more towards Belgrade, and during the 
Balkan wars many Bosnians found their 
way across closely-guarded borders to fight 
for Serbia. Religious troubles,” which 
Austrian policy seems to have fomented, 
swelled the dissatisfaction. In 1914 the 
province was the most discontented, the 
most revolutionary and the most dangerous 
spot in the Austrian Empire, i 


Franz Ferdinand 


Into this ferment of plots and anger was 


thrown, in the June of that year, the 


Archduke Franz Ferdinand, heir to the 
Austrian Throne. By the irony of fate 
this unlucky Prince was ps the only 
man through whom the Bosnians could 
have arrived at an endurable settlement 


with Vienna. He alone of the Austrian 
Court seems to have envisaged some form 
of compromise by which claims of 
“ Greater ia” could have been 


reconciled without bloodshed with those of 
“ Greater Austria.”” To this day the

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I drove up to the Hell Fire Club yester-

The car swun 
from sides to side, with now the left wheel, 
now the right, spinning madly as it 
skidded into the drifts by the ditches. 

I got within a couple of hundred yards 
of the Hell Fire Club tea-rooms, and there 
I found an a labourer slowly workin 
his way uphill with a shovel. The roa 
ahead of him lay white and unmarked. 

A few. moments later I was retirin 
backwards down-hill in wild convolutions, 
and after yet another few moments I was 
embedded in the hedge. It took me fifty- 
five minutes to extract the car, and in the 
Absence of assistance I extracted it by 
putting the car in gear with the hand. 
throttle full out and then pulling on the 
luggage grid. The radiator was red-hot 
avd unapproachable. 

It was painful, wet and undignified ; 
and everything is perfectly true about this 
snow in the mountains, 


Radio Contrasts 


An acquaintance, whose present job in 
life is the distribution of wireless 
apparatus, tells me that the blandishments 
of his sales staff have so far made little 
impression upon the very class of clients 
to which I should have thought the appeal 
of radio greatest. 


From his experience 
—and from the latest 
official returns — it 
appears that the 
liveliest demand for 
receiving sets in the 
Free State comes from 
city and suburban 
areas, where “ final 
editions ” are avail- 
able within a few 
minutes of publica- 
tion. 

By contrast, farmers 
who must wait until 
next day fer the even- 
ing’s news are most 
reluctant to make contact by radio with 
the outside world. 

While Dublin possesses a set for every

77 people, Mayo one for every 70, and 
Kerry one for every 67.

Picking Shamrock 


Motoring from Naas the other after 
noon, I noticed a number of men and 
women picking shamrock in the fields near 
Rathcoole. Earlier in the day I passed 
them trudging from the city with their 
empty baskets. 

A few years ago it was not necessary 
to go so far, but building operations and 
increased tillage have made shamrock more 
dificult to obtain. 

Early in February I saw an old woman 
filling her basket along the banks of the 
Dodder at Tallaght.

Potato Alcohol ) 


With the establishment of the industrial 
alcohol factories the potato, once again, 
may become.our most important product. 

In Germany and other continental 
countries agricultural distilleries .are 
numerous, They convert surplus potatoes 
and beet into alcohol, which is used for 
heating, lighting, and various scientiic 
purposes. 

The potatoes are washed when they 
reach the distillery. They are then con- 
veyed to a converter, where they are 
crushed and steamed under pressure. 
When this process is completed they are 
transferred to the mash tun, where they 
are stirred vigorously. Not more than 
three per cent. of malt is added to the 
potatoes in the mash tun. The action of 
the malt saccharifies or converts the potato 
starch into sugar. 

When the mash has cooled the liquor 
or wort is drawn off into wash backs. The 
residue forms a valuable food for stcck, 
and on the Continent it is extensively used 
for feeding cattle and pigs. 

The wort is next treated with yeast. 
This induces fermentation, and, when the 
process is completed, the wort becomes 
wash. The wash contains alcohol, and it 
is ready for distillation. | 

Potatoes produce twenty-six gallons of 


yield eighty-three gallons per ton. Barley 
produces severty-two gallons of alcohol per 
ton.

impossible ultimatum to Serbia had been 
drawn up in Vienna before a shot was 
fired in Sarajevo. Such ideas, however, 
tend to grow up arcund the story of 
Balkan assassinations—as, indeed, they do 
around assassinations elsewhere.

momentous occasion. 
by a strange chance it was the 
day on which the Serbs remember 


with mourning their great defeat at the 
hands of the Turks at Kossovo in 1389—a 
crude bomb had been thrown into the open 
‘car in which sat the Archduke and his 
consort. He threw it into the roadway, 
where it exploded and injured an attaché. 
Ferdinand, a thundercloud on his brow, 
pursued his way to the Moorish Town Hall, 
where, after the embarrassed and quaking 
burghers had stammered through an 
address of welcome, he denounced the 
criminal attempt. Entering his car again, 
he drove up the quays towards the hospital 
to which the wounded attaché had been 
carried. 

When the event came it was almost an 
accident. The attempt had been made and 
had failed. A chauffeur’s mistake brought 
about the tragedy. At this point the 
Miljacka, a narrow stream, is spanned by 
four bridges at no great distance from one 
another. The car drove up the quay, but, 
instead of turning to the left across the 
bridge, the chauffeur drove a few yards too 
far. Perceiving his mistake, he reversed 
the car, and, in order to face the bridge, 
he backed it into the side street which 
runs up to the river at this point. There 
it stopped for a moment, and there at the 
edge of tne pavement stood Princip. If 
the right route had been taken, it is most 
unlikely that he would have fired, It 
would have been a difficult shot at a target 
moving away from him, and arrest was 
inevitable.: As it was, however, the car 
stop dead in front of him. It was too 
much. Princip fired, and the Archduke 
and his consort were fatally injured. 

So the tremendous series of events began 
to unroll. It is difficult to stand at this 
point and not to become, for a moment, 
a little historical and dramatic as they 
us through the mind—the ultimatum to 
Serbia, the strong, unexpected counter- 
attack upon Austria, Sir Edward Grey’s 
fatal hesitance to allow Serbia to attack 
yy ÁTH until it was too late, the conquest 

f Serbia, the heroic, incredible retreat of 
ye A Peter’s army across the bandit- 
ri hills of Albania to the sea, the 

— Sa tide as the Serbians 
ought , and, finally, at about the 
time that Princip was dying of consump-. 
tion in an Austrian prison, the collapse of 
the Austrian Empire and the birth of 
Yugoslavia, But, as one turns away, there 
may be a thought of a‘street corner in 
Marseilles where stands another memorial 
tablet. The end of the story is not written

The contractors are bound to 
carry out the work in accordance with a very 
stringent agreement, which stipulates for 
severe penalties for any delays for which 
they are responsible. They have also to 
provide for sureties for the due performance

On its return from the Senate the 
Chamber passed the bill by 474 votes 
to 39. 

The bill, which was passed by the 
Chamber last night, also provides for the

CORPSE AMONG 
PATIENTS 
aúsúnábinioóinna 
CARLOW HOSPITAL 
INCIDENT 
From Our CORRESPONDENT. 


CARLOW, Wednesday. 

How the corpse of the ‘bus driver killed 
ten days ago on the outskirts of Carlow town 
in a road accident was left lying among sick 
patients for a day and two nights, in a small 
ward at Carlow County Infirmary, was 
reierred to at Carlow Urban Council meeting. 
yesterday. 

Mr. Cuddy, chairman,- presided, and the 
matter arose when the Very Rev. James 
Dunny, Dr. R. D. Seale, and P. McGamhna, 
waited as a deputation on the Council to 

otest against the County Carlow Board ol 
Health's delay in the two-year-old central 
hospitalisation scheme proposal, 

Father Dunny said that twelve months ago 
a public meeting was held in Carlow, and 
resulted in a deputation of county representa- 
tives and Board of Health members. waiting 
on Dr. Ward, Parliamentary Secretary to 
Mr. S. T. O Ceallaigh. Father Dunny gave 
a lengthy and comprehensive report on the 
“progress ” of the matter since, and said that 
the “Board of Health was losing the chance 
oi a grant. 

Mr. E. Duggan said that there seemed to 
be a feeling among certain members of the 
Board of Health that Carlow townspeople 
had no right to put their claims at all. 
Under present circumstances accommodation 
is very bad in Carlow Hospital. “There is 
one thing 1 would like to stress with reference 
to a recent event. Í think it is sltogether 
a deplorable thing that, afterthe accident to 
that young man last week, when he died his 
corpse was left in a public ward in the 
County Infirmary among the sick patients 
for Saturday night, throughout the whole of 
Sunday, and was only ren-oved on Monday 
morning.

MARSEILLES, Wednesday. 
TE French steamer Djebel-9ntar 
(3,257 tons) was bombed from 
the air to-day when about 115 miles 
east of Majorca. 

The captain reported by wireless 
that five bombs were aimed at his 
vessel from an unknown aeroplane. 

One of the bombs fe’l on the deck, 
and another fell into the engine- 
room, but without exploding, while 
the other three dropped into the sea. 

Some material damage is reported, but 
no one was injured. 

On receipt of the news the Ministry of 
Marine despatched a warship to convey 
the bombed steamer to Marseilles. 

The Djebel-Antar was bound ‘from 
Philippeville, Algeria, to her homo port 
of Marseilles. 


SPANISH BOAT CHASED | 


Further shipping incidents arising out of 
the Spanish war, one very near the 
English Channel, were reported last night. 

A Paris telegram says :—According to a 
communiqué of the Ministry of Marine, 
the French maritime authorities sent out 
a seaplane and a despatch boat when a 
Spanish cargo boat was pursued into 
French territorial waters near Cape Ushant 
yesterday. 

The Government vessel, the 3,000-ton 
Conde de Zubiria, registered at Bilbao, 
was first bombarded eight miles west of 
Cape Ushant. She was reported to be 
trying to escape to the north, pursued by 
an armed insurgent trawler. Later she 
succeeded in escaping into French terri- 
torial .waters, whereupon her pursuer 
turned back into the open sea. 

The Conde de Zubiria now is making for 
Brest. 


ISTHONIAN STEAMER 


A Bayonne telegram states that the 1,400- 
ton steamer Olev, flying the Esthonian 
fiag, bound from Cardiff to Bayonne, was 
stopped on Monday evening by insurgent 
warships off the French coast and escorted 
to Pasajes. She was allowed to leave 
yesterday, and arrived at Sayonne later in 
the day. 

The Olev is registered at Tallinn. and 
her owners are the Tallinn Shipping Co.,

DUTCH SHIP 

A Reuter telegram from The Hague 
says: Another Dutch steamer, the cargo 
vessel Serooskerk (6,611 tons), of the 
United Shipping Company of The Hague, 
was seized yesterday by vessels under 
General Franco’s command while on her 
way from Rotterdam to the Far East. 

According to a cable from the captain 
he was compelled by the insurgents to 
proceed to Ceuta. 

The Dutch Chargé d’A ffaires at Tangier 
issued an emphatic protest in the name of 
the Dutch Government against the seizure 
of Dutch ships.

Admiral Foerster, former Commander-in- 
Chief of the German Navy, told Reuter 
aboard the liner Ubena here to-day.

“but, in face of the menace from the 
East, it is imperative that the strong 
countries of Europe should pull together

In these chats the Chief Magis- 
trate of the world’s greatest Republic 
becomes an intimate of the ordinary 
citizen, pouring forth his difficulties, his 
doubts, and his decisions, in a form com- 
prehensible to the intelligence of the least 
politically-minded of the inhabitants of 
Main street. If Hollywood must keep its 


‘* hicks ” of the middle-west, the President 
has arrived at the conclusion that he must 
make his propositions strike a responsive 
chord in the same large section of the 
population. Ultimately the decision as to 
how the United States shall be governed 
rests with these people, and Mr. Roosevelt 
finds himself compelled to counter in some 
way the propagandist efforts of his 
opponents. When he first outlined his 
proposals for the reform of the Supreme 
Court by fixing a retiring age of seventy 
years for its members, and for the power 
to nominate up to fifteen judges, instead 
of the present maximum of nine, a storm 
of protest whirled about his head. He was 
assailed by his Republican opponents and 
by staunch members of his own Democratic 
Party as one who imagined himself as a 
dictator. . In virtually all sections of 
the United States Press the proposals 
for the reform of the judiciary and the 
judicial processes have been met by 
fierce hostility. With possible defection 
of a group of his own followers, the certain 
opposition of the Republicans, the hostility 
of the Press and the States’ Legislatures, 
there was no other course open to the 
President but to appeal directly to the 
masses of citizens in their own homes. It 
is a new line in democratic legislative pro- 
cedure, and one that may have a pro- 
nounced effect upon democratic government 
in all countries in the future. The direct 
intervention of the head of the State in a 
political controversy is not new in the 
United States; the method is most 
decidedly novel. 

In his latest broadcast the President 
told citizens that recovery in the United 
States is approaching a point where the 
dangers of 1929 are once more apparent, 
and laid stress upon the fact that the 
Courts have cast doubt upon the ability of 
Congress to protect the country against a 
recurrence of the terrible financial cata- 
strophe of that year. He declared that 
originally the most harmonious relations 
existed between Congress and the Supreme 
Court, but that during the past four years 
the sound rule of giving statutes the 
benefit of reasonable doubt had been cast 
aside. The Supreme Court, he said, had been 
acting not as a judicial, but as a policy- 
making body. The nation had reached a 
point when it must save the Constitution 
from the Court and the Court from itself. 
So great a jurist as Mr. Justice Holmes— 
himself one of the most distinguished 
members of the Supreme Court—long ago 
warned his colleagues against the 
hazardous adventure of substituting its 
own view of what is necessary legislation 
for that expressed by the dominant legis- 
lative opinion of the time. President 
Roosevelt. was returned to power, with a 
majority in the legislature, to rescue the 
country from the depression into which it 
had been plunged by the financial crash 
of 1929. He entered into office at the 
darkest hour in the history of the: United 
States, and proceeded at once to shape his 
policies to meet the dire need of a sorely- 
stricken and bewildered community. Many 
of his projects were ill-planned, many 
were badly administered—all of them were 
designed in a hurry to meet an emergency.

Traffic Control 


Both in Dublin and in London yesterday 
the responsible Ministers came under the 
fire of critics of their attitude towards the 
problems of modern traffic. While, in the 
House of Commons, Mr. Leslie Hore- 
Belisha defended himself against speakers 
who averred that his elaborate system of 
automatic traffic control was an inadequate 
measure, Mr. Sean T. O'Kelly, in Leinster 
House, was asked to explain how it comes 
about that in Dublin there is no automatic 
control at all. . The two Ministers .may 
have their individual difficulties to face, 
but the problem which confronts them 
remains fundamentally the same. In both 
countries there is a large and continued 
increase in the volume of motor traffic, 
and in both it has brought with it a new 
and terrible danger to life and limb. In 
Great Britain alone last year more persons 
were killed in traffic accidents than were 
killed ‘n the whole three and a half years 
of the Boer War. The total of the injured 
on the roads was almost ten times as great 
in the same period as the total of the 
injured on the African battlefields. In his 
attempts to curtail the dreadful lists of 
these casualties Mr. Hore-Belisha has dis- 
played the greatest energy. It is, indeed, 
because he is considered to ba too 
energetic that within the past few days 
he has incurred the hostility’ of many both 
outside and inside Parliament. It has been 
aroused by his suggestion that measures 
will be taken to prevent the “ parking ” of 
cars in London streets. Pedestrians and 
motorists alike have their grave responsi- 
bilities to face in what should be a 
common cause, but it must be allowed 
that, whereas the motoring public usually 
contrives to present something of an united 
front when its liberty. of movement is 
threatened, the pedestrians remain largely 
inarticulate. The. storm of protest which 
has been raised at this new and tentative 
proposal will recall the boundless indigna- 
tion caused some years ago when Mr. Hore- 
Belisha introduced the speed-limit in 
‘“‘built-up’’ areas. In spite of hostility 
the measure was enforced, and that it is a 
beneficent one will be agreed generally to- 
day. If the need for the elimination of 
parking be equally urgent, it, too, must 
be enforced. The dangers of the roads, in 
England as here, are a serious matter, and 
reforms cannot be set aside in deference 


to the comfort, or even to the purses, of 
motorists. One member of the House of 


Commons insisted yesterday that settled 
habits should not be disturbed “even if 
bad,’’ but it is unlikely that this plea wil) 
cause the Minister of Transport to abandon 
his attack upon the settled—and bad— 
habits of London motorists. The need for 
interference scarcely can be less urgent in 
London than in Dublin ; for in this city of 
broad streets moving traffic is confined 
commonly to a narrow lane bounded on 
both sides by standing cars, Mr. O’Kelly 
announced yesterday that the first street 
signals shortly will be installed at some 
unnamed crossing—and, indeed, it is high 
time. Yet we suggest that there are larger 
reforms which might be. adopted, and that 
many of them can be studied in the light of 
the ripe experience and the readiness to 
experiment of Mr. Hore-Belisha.

A Western European Pact 


Yesterday it was suggested that Herr 
von Ribbentrop was returning to London 
after his visit to Berlin with instructions 
to promote-a Western European pact. To 
day there is a change of view, however, 
and it is said that the Ambassador will 
make it clear to Mr. Eden that; while 
Germany is willing to join in a mutual 
guarantee of Belgium’s neutrality, she will 
not do so on the basis of existing pacts. 
The German view is that any joint 
guarantee of Belgium’s neutrality should 
be a real one, and not a veil for military 
commitments such as those entered into 
last year when Great Britain, France, and 
Belgium decided that conversations 
between their respective General Staffs 
should take place.. This arrangement 
greatly displeased Germany at the time it 
was made, and it is still the view in Berlin 
that as long as it remains in existence no 
Western pact is possible. ) 


The Queen’s Crown 


The Queen Consort of England ‘usually 
has a new crown made for her Coronation, 
and this will be the case on the present 
occasion. The crown that was made for 
Queen Mary is still in existence, and “will 
probably be worn by its owner during the 
season. Queen Elizabeth has chosen 4 
modern design for her crown, and the fina! 
details were submitted and approved by 
her at Buckingham Palace this week. Tho 
crown will be made in the course of the 
next few weeks by the expert craftsmen of 
a famous firm of British goldsmiths. This 
regal ornament is usually made of jewels 
in possession of the Queen, and it is 
usually retained by the wearer during her 
lifetime. There are many beautiful tiaras 
and sets of jewels which are the private 
propery of the King, and thése are used 
by his Queen during his lifetime. One o! 
the tiaras is the famous all-round crown 
frequently worn by Queen Victoria, its 
original owner, and later by Queen Mary 
at the opening of Parliament. 


The Duke of Windsor’s Marriage 


The Evening Standard to-day says: At 
the present moment there is every probi 
bility that the Duke of Windsor will 
marry Mrs. Simpson in Vienna, and that 
the marriage will take place next month. 
In this case the ceremony will be per- 
formed by the British Consul, who is the 
proper marriage officer, or by Sir Walford 
Selby, the British Minister, who is also 
entitled, under the Foreign Marriage Act, 
to serve in this capacity. The Consular 
formalities are necessary in order to make 
the marriage valid in English law. They 
do not, of course, preclude a church 
ceremony. Whether the Duke marries in 
Vienna or elsewhere, he must, as a British 
subject residing. in Austria, give noticé 
of his marriage in Vienna. The British 
Consulate in Vienna is housed in the ol: 
Geismuller Palace, a more famous build- 
ing than most Embassies. From the room

VIEWED WITH DISFAVOUR

There is a matter to which I wish 
to refer before opening the business 
of the Court this morning. 

On Monday last Í read in the daily 
papers, with surprise and pain, a 
certain portion of thé. special Pastoral 
letter of the Most Rey. Dr. Kinane, 
the Catholic Bishop of the Diocese of 
Waterford and Lismore, attacking 
and criticising the decision of an un- 
named judge in respect of a cinema 
licence. 

As I am the judge in question, I think 
it right to take the earliest opportunity 
to state that my judgment in the case must 
have been badly reported in the paper or 
papers on which the Bishop relied, for I 
did not declare that it was necessary in 
the public interest that a certain cinema 
theatre be permitted to open on Sundays, 
nor did I tell the community, Catholic or 
otherwise, that their welfare required this 
theatre to be opened on Sundays, as 
stated in the reports of the Pastoral letter 
in Monday’s papers. 


NO LOVER OF CINEMA 

What I did say—inter alia—and decide, 
was that I considered it was unreasonable 
in the interests of the public—and that is 
the legal test—to make it a condition of 
the granting of this cinema licence that 
this cinema should not open on Sundays. 
I confess I gave this decision after many 
searchings ot heart, because I am no lover 
of the cinema, and I like to spend my 
Sunday in the way in which the Bishop 
approves of so highly in his Pastoral. 

But it is not the function of a judge 
to try and impose his own personal views 
as to how to spend Sunday on the public, 
and I couceive it would be very wrong of 
him to use his position for that purpose. 
Every man is entitled to his own ideas 
and tastes and to exercise them within the 
law, and it was proved in evidence in this 
case that very large numbers of people in 
this country and in this district were fond 
of the cinema; that many of them wanted 
to go there on Sundays because it was the 
only day they could go; that a large 
majority of the cinemas of the country 
were allowed to open on Sundays; and 
that it was a form of amusement with 
State sanction, inasmuch as there was an 
official appointed by the State to censor 
all films before they were exhibited. 


NO COMPLAINT 


There was no hint either in the course 
of the case that the films shown in this 
cinema were not all they ought to be, or 
that the theatre was in any way badly 
conducted. No complaint was made that 
evening devotions were being interfered 
with; if such objection had been made 1 
would have carefully considered it. 

I regret my decision did not please the 
Most v. Dr. Kinane. I would have 
liked it to please him. I can imagine that 
many other honourable men, whom 1 
would like to please, probably disapprove 
of it also, but á must do what, I conceive to 
be my. duty, irrespective of such considera- 
tions, and without fear, favour or affection, 
pursuant to the oath which I took on my 
appointment as a Judge of the Circuit 
Court. 

Every member of the public is entitled 
to criticise the decisions of the Courts 
within certain limits, provided that the 
suit or matter has been finally decided, 
but I feel that the manner and substance 
of this criticism were hardly fair or 
reasonable under the circumstances, 
especially as the Judge criticised has to 
er are justice in a large portion of the 
Bishop’s diocese, otherwise I would not 
have made this statement here to-day.

- UNDESIRABLE RELATIONS 


Before voting that money for the Depart- 
ment of External Affairs they should have 
some answer or explanation as to why the 
Government of the Irish Free State had 
such undesirable affiliations abroad. 

When the motion was put down to with- 
draw the Free State Minister from the 
Caballero Government it was put down as 
an amendment to the Non-Iintervention 
Bill. The matter that was discussed on 
that occasion by the Government was not 
the policy of continuing or withdrawing 
their representative, but the urgency and 
advisability of a policy of non-intervention 
in Spain. It was simply considered as a 
step to be taken before embarking on non- 
intervention.

they take here or in Spain in order to 
prevent further intervention in Spain will 
be misread as a biassed action of a preju- 
diced Government, acting in the interests 
of the one side that they continue te 
recognise in Spain.”’

Yesterday delegates from 
the Dublin Trades Union Council 
were in conference with officials of 
the Board, under the auspices of the 
Department of Industry and Com- 
merce, during the greater part of the 
day. | 
At the conclusion of the discussions 
they took back to the strike com- 
mittee a document, which, it is 
hoped, will form a basis for a settle- 
ment. | 

This document deals with the question 
of supervisors, collectors and others, who 
drive motor vehieles in the course of their 
duties. The proposals regarding these 
workers and regarding electricians have 
not been revealed, but it is understood 
that a compromise affecting the latter has 
been suggested. 

Last night the Trades’ Council delega- 
tion, which consisted of Miss Helena 
Molony, Messrs. J. J. Farrelly, President 
of the Council; W. A. Scott, Treasurer ; 
P. T. Daly, Secretary, and Robert Tynan, 
met the strike committee at 41 Parnell 
square, and reported fully on the discus- 
sions with the Board. The proposed terms 
of settlement were then examined. 

When the meeting ended at 11 p.m. no 
final decision had been taken, and no 
arrangements had been made for a mass 
meeting of the men. 

The strike committee will go into session 
again this morning, and, after further con- 
sideration of the position, will meet the 
negotiating committee once more. 


DARKEST DUBLIN 

An airman looking down on the centre 
of Dublin last night would have seen it 
as a sort of chiaroscuro of black and white 
spots. Where the big arc lamps should 
have been giving light on the streets there 
was darkness. Most of them had burned 
out. They will probably so remain until 
the strike of the electricity operatives has 
come to an end. These arc lamps are 


-dependent on the renewal of the carbons 


every few days, and nearly everywhere the 
carbons have given out and no light will 
be obtainable until the men resume work 
and go the rounds renewing them, The 
base of Nelson’s Pillar looked strange with 
its four dull lamps, and the four corners 
of O’Connell Bridge were also in unwonted 
darkness. The big lamps from the G.P.O. 
to D’Olier street and Westmoreland street 
were out. College street, College Green, 
and Dame street were especially dismal. 
There are few lighted shops in these 
streets, and their appearance was a marked 
contrast to Grafton street, where the shop 
windows to a late hour show varied 
brilliance on both sides of the way. 
O’Connell street enjoyed this advantage, 
but the big lights were very much missed. 
Abbey street looked very dark, as did 
Parnell square, Parnell street, Dorset 
street, and other main streets where arc 
lamps usually give the principal illumina- 
tion. In some of these streets there is 
alternative lighting by the new type 
electric lamps, so that the fr-nt of Trinity 
College, with its poles of twin lights, was 
one of the brilliant spots.

OVERNMENT _ reinforcements 
were yesterday flung into the

General Franco’s advance troops 
were reported to be about fifteen 
miles from Guadalajara, and, if this 
place is reached, the distance be- 
tween the insurgent spearheads, 
north-east of Madrid at this point 
and south-east at Arganda, will be 
less than thirty miles. 

General Miaja, supreme commander of 
the Government forces, realising the 
critical nature of the operations, yester- 
dav went up to the north-east front. 

Government sources claim that the in- 
surgents are being held in the positions 
they reac..ed on Tuesday night, after their 
break-through on a fifteen mile front. 


GERMANS AND ITALIANS 


A strong protest against the alleged 
German and Italian intervention in Spain 
was made yesterday by Senor del Vayo, 
the Foreign Minister. in a statement to 
the foreign Press at Valencia. . 

He declared that the “irrefutable 
proof ’’ asked for by persons friendly to 
the Spanish Government was afforded by 
four Italian prisoners, who stated that 
they landed at Cadiz on February 1 with 
a contingent of 5,000 men of the Fascist 
Militia. They were sent to the Siguenza 
front, where, they said, they saw six 
Italian battalions, as well as artillery 
served by Italians and Germans. 

A statement on the subject is to be 
forwarded officially through diplomatic 
channels to the “overnments of the 
Powers signatories to the Non-Interven- 
tion Pact. . 

According to a British traveller who has 
reached Algeciras, three steamers landed 
further contingents of Italian troops at 
Cadiz. during the week's end. 


OVIEDO FAILURE 


The failure of the Government forces 
to take Oviedo is attributed to the fact 
that the defender, General’ Aranda, is 
regarded as one of the best soldiers in 
Spain, and his fortifications are of the 
most modern type known. 

It is said that he offered a safe con- 
duct to two Asturian leaders to inspect 
his defence lines, in order that they might 
realise the hopelessness of continuing to 
try and take Oviedo. 

A Siguenza Reuter’s telegram says:— 
The insurgent forces, 32,400 strong, ad- 
vancing south-west from here, are within 
fifteen miles of ‘Guadalajara,. and the 
Government troops, it is claimed here, 
appear unable to check the advance. 
Already there are speculations here on the 
action which the defending forces in 
Madrid will take. The plight of Madrid 
was made worse when the Valencia road 
was threatened at Arganda. 


INTERNATIONAL COLUMN 


It is estimated here that there are still 
between fifteen and twenty thousand men 
of the International Column in the 
Guadarrama and Escorial sector and just 
north of Madrid around Aravaca. It is 
suggested that if they do not retire 

romptly they will risk being caught 
aan the pincers, which insurgent head- 
quarters claim will close in via Guadala- 
jara and Arganda.

SUCCESSES ROUND 
SIGUENZA 


Successes on the Siguenza (north-east of 
Madrid) Front are reported in yesterday’s 
communiqué from General Headquarters 
at Salamanca reaching Reuter in London. 
The communiqué reads :— 

“ Siguenza Front—The National troops 
continued their brilliant advance, reach- 
ing Valde Arena heights, the north-east of 
Biruhega, Masegosa and Argecina, taking 
from the enemy three tanks. There were 
many enemy dead and about 20 prisoners. 
among them a political prisoner and two 
officers. 

“The Madrid Sectors—In the Jarama 
sector Las Casas del Torcal was occupied. 
The fight left 20 dead and two Russian 
machine guns. 

** Southern Army—The advance of our 
forces in the sector of Espiel and Vil- 
laneuva del’ Duque continues, inflicting 
on the enemy enormous losses.’’ 


GROUND YIELDED 


Yesterday’s communiqué of the Madrid 
Defence Committee stated :— 

“The attack launched on Monday by 
the Italian mechanised division has been 
carried out with the gravest violence with 
considerable forces, supported by powerful 
artillery and a large number of bombing 
and chaser ‘planes. i 

“Before the numerical superiority and 
imposing technical assets employed by the 
Italian allies of the insurgents, the 
Republican Army . was forced to yield 
ground. The enemy, however, did not 
succeed in breaking through the lines of 
defence. 

“The insurgents have shown great 
activity during the night on all sectors of 
the Madrid front. The Republican artil- 
lery and infantry effectively dealt with 
raids and localised attacks.’’ 

At 2 p.m. yesterday it was learned that 
the Government artillery had then been 
keeping up a cannonade for nine hours, 
pounding the rear of the insurgents and 
causing them heavy. losses. 


FRANCO’S THREAT 


In the House of Commons yesterday Mr. 
Wilfrid Roberts (Liberal) asked the Secre-

M the Minister for Local Government 
and Public Health, in the Dail 
yesterday, if his attention had been drawn 
to the Ni number oí motor accidents, 
and if he would state what was the 'ause of 
the delay in installing automatic signals on 
the streets of Dublin similar to those in 
all the principal cities and towns in Europe 
and elsewhere, and also if he would state 
the date when the bye-law was submitted to 
the Department by the Commissioner of the 
Garda Siochana in accordance with Section 
Eight of the Traffic Act. 

the Minister (Mr. O’K ELLY) said that he 
had seen the statistics issued by the Com- 
missioner of the Garda Siochana. Arrange- 
ments were being made with the Dublin Cor- 
poration to erect automatic signals at one 
of the city road junctions as soon ag the 
bye-laws under the Road Traffic Act had 
come into force. A draft of the bye-laws 
was submitted to him by the Commissioner 
of the Garda Siochana on 7th January last. 
On the 16th January, he informed the Com- 
missioner that he had considered the draft 
amg subject to certain minor amend- 
ments. These amendments had been carried 
out, and were now being 
printed. 

Mr. GOOD asked whether this was the first 
bye-law that had reached the Minister from 
the Commissioner, 

The MiNISTER said that he had received 
quite a number of bye-laws, but he could 
not say whether this was the first of them 
or not, 

Mr. GOOD said that the Act was passed in 
1955, and, according to the Minister, no 
action had been taken since. The bye-law 
only reached him from the Commissioner of 
the Garda Siochana in January last. ‘It took 
four years to get the first bye-law and the 
first automatic signal. How long would it 
take to get the rest? He thought it would 
not be in the lifetime of this generation. 


TOBACCO AND WHEAT 
CROPS 


The MINISTER FOR FINANCE (Mr.

The MINISTER FOR AGRICULTURE 
(Dr. Ryan), in reply to Mr. J. Dillon (U.L., 
Donegal), said that the area under wheat in 
1932 was approximately 20,000 acres. Foal- 
lowing the inception of the Government's 
wheat scheme the acreage had steadily in- 
creased, until in 1936 it exceeded an acreage 
éf 250,000 acres, clearly indicating that an 
increasing number of farmers had satisfied

In further reply to Mr. Dillon the 


Minister said that up to the end of Feb- 
ruary this year the acreage under wheat was 
about the same as at the corresponding date 
last year, but he had no information as to 
the amount of winter seed which remained 
unsown on the farmers’ hands. 


PUBLIC WORKS 

Mr. HUGO FLINN, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Minister for Finance, replying 
to Mr. William Norton (Labour, Kildare}, 
said that the Inter-Departmental Committee 
on Public Works had concluded their inves- 
tigations, and the final report of the Com- 
mittee had been submitted to the Minister 
for Finance. The schemes put forward b 
the Committee fell broadly under the head- 
ings of public health works, road works, 
peat development schemes, schemes for the 
reclamation and improvement of lands, 
minor relief schemes (accommodation roads, 
small marine works, etc.), and other works 
coming within the sphere of central and 
Local Government administration, The Com- 


a 


mittee made no detailed estimates of 
the cost of particular works, beyond 
indicating the possible maximum limit 
of expenditure. Many schemes of the 


kind put forward by the Committee had been 
approved by the Government. Work had 
ee commenced in the current financial 
year on a large number of road schemes, 
public health schemes, etc., all of a kind put 
jorward by the Committee. Owing to the 
large number of individual schemes in opera- 
tion, it was not possible to give the number 
of workmen in employment at the moment. 
The schemes were begun early in November 
last and were rR under the employment 
vote this year. They commenced just after 
the expiration of the Summer Employment 
periods Order. 

The progressive record of employment since 
then showed that in the week ended 25th 
December, 1936, the number employed was 
6.221; the week ended 19th December, 1936, 
51,173; week ended 16th January, 1937, 
57,829; week ended 6th February, 1937, 
42,220; week ended 13th February, 1937, 
45,235. 


WALKING TO WORK 


Mr. SEAN BRODERICK (U.1., Galway) 
asked the Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce if he was aware that men in South 
Connemara were obliged to walk ten miles 
and twelve miles each way daily in order to 
receive work on relief schemes, and that this 
was an unreasonable hardship, inyolving the 
equivalent of a 14 and 16 hours’ day; and 
also if he would consider amending the Un- 
employment Assistance Act so that men who 
were not able to secure employment within 
five miles of their homes would be eligible 
for unemployment assistance. 

Mr. LEMASS, Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, replying, said that. the Depart- 
ment had no responsibility for fixing the 
areas of recruitment of workers for employ- 
ment on relief schemes. It was the function 
of the employing authorities to specify the 
recruitment areas so that workmen residing 
therein might be offered employment. The 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Minister for 
Finance had informed him that, while he 
was not aware of any cases of the nature 
referred to, he would cause inquiries to be 
made. : 

He did not propose to consider amendment 
of the Unemployment Assistance Acts in the 
sense suggested. Applicants for unemploy- 
ment assistance were not disqualified from 
receiving it by reason only of their refusal 
to accept employment which was not suitable 
for them, having regard to their age, sex, 
physique, normal occupation, place of resi- 
dence and family circumstances, The distance 
at which work became unsuitable for any 
person would depend partly on his personal 
circumstances and partly on other factors, 
such as means of transport, etc. All the 
circumstances were taken into account. It 
would not be practicable, nor was it neces- 
sary, to prescribe statutory limits of distance 
as suggested by the deputy.

Everything that was 
going on in Spain ought to make them more 
attached to the whole principle of ordered 
liberty.

When the clerk-stenographist came home to 
this country she said that the greater EA 
of her business consisted of sending their 
nationals to the British Embasy—and it 
should be remembered that on one occasion 
the Government did thank the whole British 
Diplomatic Service and the British Navy for 
taking their nationals out of Spain.

So much for the industrial re- 
volation! During the last five years there 
had been in this country a scale of taxation 
unequalled in any country in the world, 
except Germany during a bad period. 
Members of the Government had stated at 
one time that they were going to tax 
necessities because the taxation of luxuries 
had worn out, To-day there was nothing that 
@ man ordinarily needed that did not bear 
taxation. People were hustled to become 
owners of their own houses, and immediately 
that was done, there was an addition 
equivalent of fifty per cent. in existing taxa- 
tion placed on their shoulders. Between 
1929 and 1931 the impact of world depression 
was not so severe here as it was, on an average, 
in other countries, but since then and up to 
1934 it had been four times more severe in 
this country. 

The Government had already lost one 
chance at Ottawa. This year there was to be 
a conference round about the time of the 
Coronation, They were presenting an atti- 
tude of detachment and protest to the Corona- 
tion, and possibly all that was to do with it.

On rising he 
was in a weak condition, and it was all he 
could do to defend himself. The tenth round 
saw Kilrain sticking pluckily to his up-hill 
task, but at the end of the round the fight 
was stopped by the referee.

accounts 390. Although satisfied ' that 
their stocks were carefully taken and proper 
regard paid to average turnover of same, the 
directors, ig eH - the nature of the 
drapery trade, thought it wise to make this 
special stock reserve provision. 
With regard to the general financial 
position as compared with 1935, the amounts 
due by and to them were about the same as 
last year. Cash on hand was down by about 
£5,000; stocks increased by nearly £9, 
In view of increased trade and the state of: 
the market, the directors adopted the advice 
of their experts and made forward purchases 
on a larger scale than last year. 
These figures were satisfactory when it was 
considered that during the year they had to. 
face considerable increased. charges arising 
from new agreements with their staff. The 
accounts for 1936 only showed this increase 
for a period of four months, and the improved 
position arose from fairly substantial increase 
in trade. He would not be frank with the 
shareholders if he did not point out.that from: 
this on all these additional. 
ear, and would amount to a 
very substantial sum for such a period, and, 
as it was probable that they might have 
to meet increased demands from taxing 
authorities, it would be necessary for 
the future “to increase very largely their 
business to meet the additional charges, if 
they were to earn the same modest profits as 
in 1936. During the year the trades union 
approached them with a demand for increased 
remuneration. ‘‘ We believe,” said Dr. Sher- 
lock, “in paying uor employés fairly. Our 
telationg with the union have always been 
friendly. The claim made was agreed to, 
but we made this demand on the union 
representatives—that whatever we paid should 
also be paid by all our competitors. It would 
be impossible for us to continue trading in 
competition with others if we were paying 4 
rate of wages higher than those paid by 
ethers engaged in the same trade. Such a- 
position must drive trade to our friendly 
rivals, as they could afford to sell goods at a 
lower price than us. In addition, we sug- 
gested that efforts should be made by us and 
the unions concerned to prevent the number 
nf stores and shops from being increased. 
Too many shops means an increase of over- 
head charges out of all proportion to volume 
of trade, is bad for both employers and em- 
ployed, and for the general public. It is not 
suggested that the supplying of the public 
should be left to the tender mercies of the 
favoured few; but there is reason in every- 
thing, and there is neither reason nor 
vommon-sense in allowing an ever-increasing 
number of retailers to provide. for the public 
when the number at present is ridiculously 
large. I should like to make our position on 
wages perfectly clear. Employés are entitled 
te a fair wage. Persons employed in any 
commercial enterprise should receive a living 
wage at least; but, on the other hand, em- 
ployers should not, and cannot, be asked to 
employ more hands than they have work for;. 
and, if departments are not making enough 
profits to pay wages, and a proportion of 
their overhead charges, then it is essential 
to close down such departments as separate 
entities, and endeavour to get rid of losses 
by amalgamation of departments, which
